Washington, Aug.

of n method of testing the amount o 
explosive dusts in suspension in th 


! air at commercial 
plants, 
with th 


aim of reducing the number of disas 
trous explosions, is under way by en 
gineers of the Bureau of Chemistry o 
the Department of Agriculture whic 
expects shortly to announce the per 
fection of a successful testing instru- dust-charged air 
m-ent. Such a device, it is said, would 
result in the saving annually of many 
lives rind an untold amount of prop- 
erty. 


Processes in many industries 
are 


productive 
of 
considerable 
dust 


clouds, which, hanging finely suspend- 
ed in the air, form 
a 
combination 


that is highly explosive. Among the 
establishments in this category 
are 


•plants -in 
which 
powdered 
sugar, 


corn starch, sulphur and aluminum 
are used or manufactured. 


Through a period 'of many years 


fires and explosions in these and other 
industries have 
taken 
an immense 


toll. The attention of engineers has 
been applied to their prevention, and 
the government has organized a. lab- 
oratory under the direction of David 
J. Price, In. the Department of Agri- 
culture, for the sole study of dust ex- 
plosion prevention. As a result fires 
and explosions in several 
industries 


have been reduced almost to a mini- 
mum; 
especially is this true in flour 


mills. 


The 'problem of the engineers has 


been to discover how much dust must 
be suspended in the air to form 
an 


explosive mixture.. While tho lowest 
limit was not definitely ascertained, it 
seems to range from a content of from 
7 to 35 ounces of dust iper thousand 
cubic feet of air. The instrument de-

To many of those who were present in the Colosseum iji 


Chicago on that -sweltering day when Calvin Coolidge was 
nominated for Vice-President, the sudden elevation of the 
Massachusetts man to the Presidency" will come as a new reve- 
lation of the fact that "God moves in a mysterious way, His 
wonders to -perform." For, viewed superficially, no nomina- 
tion was ever made so perfunctorily or with such little consid- 
eration. The convention was weary, fagged out, disillusioned, 
the partisans of the three leading'aspirants, LowderL, Johnson 
and Wood, who made up more than two-thirds of the dele- 
gates, were resigned to the nomination of Harding, but not 
nappy. They felt that the nomination would probably be a 
winning one, bui none the less there was.gerieral resentment 
over the 'complete rejection of any sort of deference 'to -the 
results of the popular primaries" in which the other candidates 
had made their contests. 
. 
. 


The circumstances attending the selection of a vice-presi- 


dential nominee are seldom of a sort to suggest that the con- 
vention is giving to the task the grave attention which the 
importance^ the post should demand. In this instance, after 
a speech from the floor by Senator McCormick, .urging the 
nomination of Senator Lenroot, the name of Governor Cool- 
idge was offered amidst the turmoil of the departing crowds, 
which made the speech of his sponsor at first almost inaudible. 
The speaker was one of the Oregon delegation, and rumor has 
it that the determination of the "senatorial combine" to nom- 
inate Lenroot was such that no known champion of any other 
nominee could have gained the floor. Be that as it may, the 
speech of the Oregonian caught the immediate favor of both 
delegates and spectators. The rushing tide to the-exits was 
checked and, although-there was a hasty semblance of a roll 
call, there was quite as vigorous voting from the galleries as 
from the floor. 


We have referred to the nomination as perfunctory. That 


is true, but only in part. Governor Coolidge was then known 
by reputation to most of the delegates, and there had been a 
not very vigorous presentation of his name for first place. But 
there had been little discussion of the Vice-Presidency. There 
never is. It seems to be the habit of American politicians to 
leave this important nomination to a tired body of delegates, 
eager to go home. The tendency to minimize the importance 
of'this office is even manifested among those who have prof- 
ited by it, for Theodore Roosevelt fought bitterly against be- 
ing thus "sidetracked," at the instance of his-enemy, Thomas 
C. Platt. Had-Hiram Johnson not repelled overtures to put 
him on "the tail of the ticket" with Philander Knox, he and not 
Calvin Coolidge might have been President today. 


'How long is this tendency to look upon the Vice-Presidency 


as unimportant, or as the end of all political advancement, go- 
ing to endure? Eight vice-presidents have stepped into the 
Presidency, five as the result of th'e passing on of their chiefs. 
The record is not one to justify any low estimate of the im- 
portance of the Vice-Presidency. In the next campaign it is 
likely to attain even more importance, for should there be
